BERLIN, Oct. 3—Dr. Gustav Stresemann and the members 
of his ministry resigned from office tonight. President Ebert 
then called upon the retiring chancellor to form a new cabinet. 

It is officially announced that the resignation of the Strese- 
mann ministry was due to the attitude of the Socialists. 

The Stresemann government retired from office with the re- 
linquishment of the passive resistance in the Ruhr and the Rhine- 
land as the only active accomplishment to its credit. While criti- 
cism of its usefulness on this score would seem to be not entirely 
fair, in view of the hopelessly tangled legacy assumed by it as 
the successor of the Cuno ministry, the Stresemann coalition in

DOWN TO BUSINESS. 
The Imperial conference seems to be getting 
away to a good start, with a prospect that tha 
gathering will be well worth while. That may he 
disappointing in certain quarters oversea, whose 
views were indicated the other day in a lamentory 
dispatch which announced that the delegates 
were meeting in ’’chaos.’’ What was meant was 
that no cut and dried program had been drawn 
up, and that the members would be free to take 
what course seemed best to them and _ to deal 
with such matters as they chose to consider most 
important. At the opening session the topic was 
the development of trade within the Empire. A 
more pertinent one could hardly have been se- 
lected. In fact if nothing else is discussed the 
wonference will be amply justified if headway is 
made in promoting closer commercial relations 
betwen the old and new lands. Great Britain 
needs markets for manufactured goods, most of 
em made from imported materials.

BUSINESS NEARER HOME. 

President Beatty of the C.P.K. says the rail. 
ways cannot haul Alberta coal to Ontario for 
seven dollars per ton without losing money. Tho 
statement is plain and definite, and it comes from 
high authority. If the C.P.R. cannot handle the 
traffic at thatrate the National cannot do it. The 
regrettable conclusion seems to be that, for the 
time at least, Alberta will have to abandon hope 
of marketing its fuel in the eastern province. 
However, there is a good deal of country between 
this province and Ontario, practically all of which 
has to import coal, and the Alberta fields are 
closer to it than any other. Hitherto Pennysl- 
vania has supplied a pretty large proportion of 
the requirements of Manitoba and Saskatchewan 
The Pennsylvania «parators may be able to hold 
the Ontario market, but they should not have a 
‘‘look in’’ at the business in the prairie provinces. 
An energetic selling campaign in this territory 
might go a good way to make up for disappoint- 
ment over the outcome of the Ontario experiment. 
Kiwery prairie furnace and stove should be stoked 
this winter with Alberta coal, and it is possible to 
approximate that obiective by a well-managed 
drive. The enterprise would cost money, quite a 
heap of it, but it is well worth the outlay. If the
